at hor moorings after dark in tow of a tug. 
Tho Mayflower went on to the turning point, 
reaching it at-1:21), and then blew out hor 
spinnaker and started to run Ixiforo the wind 
for home. But shn rim into the fog too, anil 
that was tho last seen of hor during tho race, 
for tho wind also died away, und the fleet of 
steamore which had followed 
tho sloops "lit 


out" for the city, 


Tho Galatea must have given up tho raco 


when tho fog camo down upon her, and it was 
clearly impossible for tho Mayflower to finish 
the nice in tho prescribed seven hours—so the 
race was declared off and wiil bo run Satur- 
day, wind and weather permitting, over tho 
same course and on tho samo conditions as to 
time and direction. Yachtsmen declared tho 
day tho dirtiest they had ever known for a 
race. 


KxcurHonlst* llild a Hough Tlmn. 


Nuw Yonii, Sept. 10.—Tho steamer Em- 


pire, accompanying tho yachts, Thursday 
went ashore at ti'A"t p. m. on False Hook, oil1 
Sandy Hook.
